ASGFC Approves 
New Construction 



After more than a month of dil- 
igent research and compiling, a 
student committee, appointed by 
the Student Council, has revised 
the constitution of the Associated 
Students of George Fox College. 
The committee, composed of junior, 
Meredith Beals; sophomore, Janice 
Bishop; and senior, Steve Ross, 
presented the new constitution to 
the Student Council for approval 
on April 8 and it was officially 
adopted by the student body on 
April 12. 

The new constitution, more com- 
pact and streamlined, has ten ar- 
ticles as compared with the old 
constitution, which h:id over twen- 
ty articles and was inconsistent in 
form. Rules concerning Bruin Jun- 
ior, May Day, Homecoming, King 
and Queen of Hearts, elections, etc. 
have been made clearer and are 
included in the constitution, rath- 
er than on separate, and often 
missing, sheets as before. New rul- 
es on elections, eligibilities, etc. 
have been added, the offices of 
Director of Student Activities and 
Director of Publications have been 
created, and the office of Chief 
Justice of the Appellate Court 
has been strengthened and clari- 
fied. Excluding the Chief Justice 
these officers, along with the L'- 
Ami and the Crescent editors and 
the class presidents now have vot- 
ing power in the Student Council. 
These are the major advantages 
of the new constitution along with 
the revival and enforcement of the 
Appellate Court, the judiciary 
body of the ASGFC. -

Getting sick and missing half the choir tour made me feel like 
that at first, but then God has shown me that this isn't just being done 
to aggrevate, but for a purpose all His own. Already, contacts for 
Christ have been made which would never have otherwise happened if 
I hadn't gotten, sick and been sent to a hospital. X think of the old 
man in the. bed next to me who had just had a nervous breakdown be- 
causehis wife hadi died the. night before. Being an alcoholic, he neither 
knew Christ nor had any friends. My pastor here in HiJisboro came 
down to see me that day, and then went over and had prayer with the 
old man. Npvf the old man is home and ray pastor is seeing him all 
the time, telling him of a God who loved us enough to send his son 
to die op a cross for our sins. 

Asj, L sit here typing, the realization that some of you might not 
know what is the matter with me dawns upon me. To tell you the 
truth, I sometimes wonder myself. Actually the doctors have found 
no germs as of yet, but arse concerned with my right lung which had 
to be drained of about 3 quarts of liquid. 

They have sent some of this liquid into Forttand where it has 
been injected into a guinea pig for testing purposes. If the guinea pig 
stays healthy for six weeks, then I am in the clear, I hope! The rea- 
son for all this^extra fuss is to make sure that I don't have TB. It I 
do have TB, and do a lot of running around now, then permanent dam- 
age might occur to my lung. But then I am not worried about what 
I do have and what I don't, I- know that a wonderful loving God is 
taking care, of me, and all my trust and faith is in Him. 

As Christians we realize the power there is in. a. heartfelt word 
with God, and I can't thank you enough for your prayers. Your 
friendships have meant more to me than I could possibly express in 
words.

and if that isn't possible, you come and. see me some week-end. Until 
then, your s/ck pal will sign off and hit the sack ... for another hard 
day in. bed.

Candidates Named Seniors Sneak Successfully to Coast 



The Student Ministerial associa- 
tion of George Fox college spon- 
sored a Home Missions Institute 
»which was held on April 23 and 
24. These challenging meetings 
were directed by the Board of 
Evangelism of Oregon Yearly- 
Meeting. The speakers were Clare 
Willcuts, from Nampa, Idaho, 
Charles Beals, from Newberg, Ore., 
and Clynton Crisman, from Med- 
ford, Oregon, all members of the 
board, and Dean Gregory, superin- 
tendent of Oregon Yearly Meet- 
ing. 

The first, message was brought 
at the Tuesday morning chapel 
service by t Clare Willcuts, presi- 
dent of the board, who spoke on 
"What Makes an Outpost Click?" 
He stated that outposts are the 
front line of defense in the 
Friends church; most Friends 
churches- have developed from out- 
posts. Six factors that he gave 
which make a successful outpost 
are: 

1. The people among whom the 
work is started. 

2. Prayer. 

3. Vision. 

4. Facilities. 

5. Loyalty. 

6. Financial support. 

The second message was pre- 
sented Tuesday evening by Charles 
Beals, who spoke on several phases 
of church extension and used Acts 
1:8 and 11:19 and 20 as his texts. 
He discussed the New Testament 
church extension program and cit- 
ed the apostle Paul's methods. He 
continued with some generaliza- 
tions on the relation of established 
churches to outpost work, then 
emphasized some procedures in 
starting a new work. Mr. Beals 
concluded his message with some 
"armchair suggestions" on outpost 
and preparatory meetings. 

The Wednesday morning chapel 
message was brought by Clynton 
Crisman. Mr. Crisman spoke on 
"The Call to Service" and used I
